One 
rainy ilay in the fall the two wore xholling 
heanx in an oM harn alout half a mile from 
the farm houxe. It hail come to 1 m- three 
oVliK'k in the atterniMin, when the larmtr, 
using hix knife to cut olT a pitce ot ti.l aeco 
|xt it sliji through a crack in tin t! "'r. 
The Ixiv went out iloorx ami crawl- 
el nmler to xecure it. It wax a 
close siineezo for him, ami he hml not 
yet reacheil the xpot when he heanl 
three men enter the harn. The ..onr.il of 
their voices proveil them xtrangerx in the 
lieighlMirhiHiii. The spokesman «uiil they 
liail come to i«ee if the farmer hml a horse 
t > sell. Me rejilie.! that lie Innl not. when 
one of the men langhe.l am! >ai‘l: 

••(.'lime, olit ti llow, we ill ii’f wuiit a 
horse. We want to -e e yon ilniice ami 
hear you xiag." 

The farmei mn»t liave realize i that they 
meant Inin harni. ami he hegali to U-g uml 
la'seech ami otfer to huy them oif. He haT 
nlxnit a itollar in change in hi- picket, ami 
he gave fill 111 thix, together w.th a knife 
ami pipe. Tin* trio hml m- » i i.er strippeil 
him than thi > ariiieil theii-iiVis with 
.S.iine SW Iti'hes n-eil to ill it-e tile oXi n mill 
proceeileil to w hip the po..| n;aii until his 
R 'reiimx .xet ineil likely to le heanl at the 
highw ay , halt a mile ntT. Young IValtoii 
^ was terrihly frighti neil. ami he explaineil 
v'hy he ilnl not go for help h\ saying: 

“There was no one at onr hoii-e Init Mrs. 
t ’oiirtw right, ami m> neighls'r m arer th.m 
a mile ami a half. .\s it was raining, no 
one w oiilil Ih- likely to lie pa-sing on the 
roail. \ml. too, tl- , re wa« sui h u lot of 
ruhhish iimler the harn that I couhl not 
innrp w ithiiut making a great noise, ami I 
f'*lt that they would oerfainly hear me." 

When the fanner hegaii to Hhmit for help 
they knocked him down and gngg'x-d him 
with a handkerchief, and then fhe:r devil- 
ish thirst for Mood lM‘eame more n)>parent. 
One ot them seized the farmer's Iclt hand 
find coolly and deliherntcl v I roke every 
finger in succession. The\ pulled oiT his 
liiMits ami applied lighted matches to the 
Holes of his feet, and with their knives 
creased the soles in every direetion. They 
«t first sei iii i to delight in his violent 
Htriiggles, hut t'iii.ili" used chains and ropes 
to tie him dou n. 

“When they had kept up their torture 
f >r iilKuit half ail hour," he sal. I, “the gag 
c.mio loose, and Mr. Courtwright called 
<iiit to them ill the iiaiiie of Uiul to spare 
his life. He ottered tlieni Skki he had in 
the hank ami a deed of his farm it they 
would let him go, hut they only mocked 
him. One of them said it was the greatest 
Kport he had had in twenty years, and an- 
other said he had iilw ays wanted to see 
how much a man could suffer hefore death 
came to relieve him. Most ot the time 
they had tlieir victim gagged, so that I 
could not hear hix voice, except as he kept 
up a inoatiiiig, hut sometiniex, w hen the 
gag was looxened, he cried and Ix-gged 
of them in a way to melt your heart.’’ 

The cutf mg and slushing of the tni uier 
did not satisfy the cruel nature of the tor- 
mentors. One of them had a muzzle-load- 
ing pistol, and he loaded it with small 
cliargex of powder, and tired them into the 
raked Ixsly of (’ourtwright. .Another 
stuck his legs full of splinters. These two 
latter iiiodex of punishment furnished the 
clew h\ which the murderers were iwer- 
loiuled. When they had lieen at their iii- 
l■■l•Ilal work for m arly aii hour they liegaii 
t > tire of it. The farmer wax in u dying 
r- inditioii, ami they tliilxhed him with u 
knife. Tile Isiy heard every word and 
movement, an^ he said; 

“I heard them talk about finishing ‘the 
old fellow’ off. and there wax i|uite n dis- 
pute as to who should use the knife. It 
WHS tliiallv derided, and the fellow sharp- 
pened the Made lai his hoot and then kept 
thrusting ami counting — one, two, three, 
and so on uj> to sixteen, and these were the 
nuniher counted on the dead Isidy. [was 
lying on iny stoinneh on the ground just 
nmler tlie liody. and the warm MoimI ran 
tUroiigli tlie cracks on iiiy head and 
shoulders.” 

As sesm Us the trio had left, llie Itoy 
crawled out to givi- the alarm, tint it wax 
nine o’clock at night tiefore any consid“r- 
nlile nuiulicr of men hiol giitln-red ami tlie 
piu*suit WHS taken up. I’he nan were 
tracked toa point north ol I’ekin, w In re 
they stole horses fr an a Ih Id ami la adc.l 
for Monmouth. To the north ot that pla- e 
they stole a team, and iiia le for the Mis- 
sissippi river, and then- all trm -is of them 
were lost. It seems that they stole a shan- 
ty Isiat uml Ktart'sl off down the river, 
and Were m xt heard of three weeks later, 
at the mouth of the Illinois river. They 
to-d tlieir Isiat to the shore and ruanusi 
nroiind the country in ii law less wav, and 
cine night a farmer shot one of them in the 
leg us hu w us roliliing the henhouse. The 
iiiaii had a )iixtol, an I In- tired l<a k at tin* 
farmer and missed. It was then kmx-ked 
from his gra.sp, uml as he lay ontheground 
lie gritted his teeth in rage and exi liiimeil ; 

“You infernal hoiiiid! hut how I’d like 
f ) revenge on you. I'd like to sinsit you 
full of powder and fill ymir Mesh with 
hjilintcrs.’’ 

The words caught thefarnier's attention. 
He had reuil of the murder of Courtwright, 
and he believed he had one of the men. 
fiiving the alarm to three or four of his 
neighbors, they secure<l the wounded mau 
niid then set out for the Ismt-housp. They 
Were tired on, hut when thev had kille<l 
one of the men the other surrendered. He- 
Ing charged with the Courtwright murder, 
he held out for awhile and then confessed. 
Out of the dozen men w ho hail hy this 
time gathereil together not a voice wax 
luiaed to turn the ]>risoners over to the 
sheriff and the law. The one unhurt was 
sprung up w ithin half an hour of his com 
fessioD, anil the wounded one n little later 
on. When life was extinct the liodies 
were weighted and sunk in the river. 
Just who the men were was never known, 
Imt they were rufflaiis of the worst de- 
H'Viption, who were prohaMy making their 
way to .Missouri and beyond and living on 
the Country as they went. The one who 
Confessed said they meant only to roh 
Courtwright, hut his lietrayal of fear an- 
gereil them, and they killed him for being 
II cow aril.
